( 4 ) mrohjhits the export, in the course of international trade, of ny such steel 

trunk unless the same is accompanied by a certificate issued by one of the 

gencies recognised liny the Central Government under Section 7 of the 
Export ( Quality Control and Jaspection ) Act, 1963 ( 22 of 1963 ) , to the 
cffect that such steel trunks Satisfy the conditions relating to inspcetion and 

conform to the specifications applicable to them under item ( 3 ) . 
2 . In this notification , steel trunk shall mean any box made of palvanized iron or 
black steel sheet provided with a lid and handle ( s ) shall include steel suitcases .
